TUB IMHLIPPIXE PLAN. 


The scheme of government outlined in 


tbe proposals submitted to the Filipino 
rjommissioners differs from the systems 
now in operation in Cuba and Puerto 
Rico mainly in one respect—namely, in 
the provision for an Advisory Council 
to be elected by the natives. 
The su- 


preme power under the plan would re- 
side, as it does iu the case of the West 
Indian islands, in the Governor General 
(who is to be a military officer), subject, 
of course to tue supervision of the War 
Department and the President as com- 
mander-in-chief of the army aud navy 
of the United States. 
The Governor 


General of tha Philippines is to choose 
his own Cabinet, just as the Military 
Governors of Cuba and Puerto Kicc 
have done; aud the principal Courts o 
our Far Eisteru dependency aie to be 
presided over by Judges nominate! by 
the American Executive. Americans a 
well as Filipinos are to be eligible to 
ministerial and judicial ollices ; and in 
this respect the proposed administration 
of the Philippines would be even less 
racy of the soil thau are the govern 
ments of Cuba and Puerto Rico, where 
the Courts and Cabinets have been re 
cruited exclusively from the indigiuous 
population. 


The concession of an elective Advisor> 


Council is illusory; for a while that body 
would be capable, perhaps, of develop 
ing into a greater nuisance than was 
theself-constifuted Cuban Military As 
seuibly, it would have no influence upon 
the direction of Philippine affairs except 
auch as it might exert by its clamor. It 
would have a voice in the government, 
to be sure; but no hand.

The establishment by us even of 
benevolent despotisms would, of course, 
be repugnant to the spirit of our institu- 
tions. As has been pointed out by Mr. 
Churles Francis Adams in several 
cently published essays, the novelty of 
policy m the former Spanish colonies 
does not consist m the fact tbat we have 
intervened in their concerns, but in that 
we have assumed responsibility for their 
tuture control. 


The enunciation of the Monroe Doc- 


trine was an aetol intervention; and we 
intervened more directly in the affair of 
Mexico on tbe termination of the civil 
war. In both instances the intervention. 
i bough verbal only, proved effective in 
ledeemmg the Republics of Spanish 
America from foreign domination. Hav- 
ing secured this end, we left the South 
Americans and Mexicans, as Mr. Adams 
lt>ss elegantly than forcibly puts it, "to 
stew in their own juice." 
We did not 


assume that the Mexicans were incompe- 
tent to hew their own destinies, and we 
1,'f t them to get along tbe best they couid 
when we had delivered them from 
Napoleon's legions; aud the outcome has 
justined our course. 
After a period of 


turbulence Mexico has developed into a 
well ordered aud prosperous State, bet- 
ter able to take care of herself than she 
could ever have been if she had been ta- 
ken in tutelage. This method of inter 
rentioti has bt>en properly called by Mr 
Adams the "American method," as di; 
tinguised from the British policy of be 
nignant despotism, which has been il 
lustrated in the control of E^ypt and the 
crown colonies. 
Tbe proposed Philip 


pine plan is neither American or British 
but a weak compound of both poli 
cies. 


It is not likely that the Filipinos wil 


be deceived by the concession of a power 
erlfss Advisory Council. 
Ou the ether 


hand, if it he the object of the super 
addition of such a body to the Philip 
pine plan of administration to concea 
from Americans the disagreeable truth 
that our control o£ the islands will be 
essentially a military dictatorship, the 
effort will be in vain. If we have gone 
too far in this business to retreat, and if 
the Filipinos cannot be trusted with 
governmental powers, the 
situation 


should be looked squarely in the face 
and its difficulties met openly and 
squarely. The American people are not 
children, from whom tbe real state of 
things can be concealed by transparent 
subterfuges. The proposals to the Fili- 
pino Commissioners when stripped of 
verbiage provide for a government of tbe 
islands as absolute as tbat which exists 
in tbe West Indian islands under onr 
military domination ; and perhaps no 
other plan would at present be work- 
able. But why should we blink at their 
facts 'I A council consisting in part of 
members elected by a constituency of 
selected natives and in part of appointees 
of the Governor General, after the pat- 
tern of tbe legislative councils of the 
Biitish crown colonies, would be a val- 
uable aid to the Philippine Executive; 
but it would be foolish to segregate the 
representatives of the Filipinos into a 
body which, having nothing else to do, 
would probably devote itself to fostering 
and airing aggrievances and provoking 
disturbances of the peace, and which 
would besome a place of refuge for the 
malicious and the irreconcilables among 
the natives.-—Phila. Record.

The most prominent 


physicians now believe tbat "nervous 
>rostration" and many affections of tbe 
nerves from which both men and women 
suffer are caused by the continued absorp- 
tion of alum in the system. 


It is probable that many medical men 


are unaware of the extent to which salts 
of alnmm'a may be introduced into the

No annual dues are ex 
acted for membership, although cor 
tributions to pay expeuaes aro received 
Interest in the work is the only requisil 
to membership. Public meetings ai 
held by the association at which com 
petent speakers explain the advantage 
of good roads and suggest means b 
which they may be secured. The grea 
obstacle in the way of good roads ia th 
State has been the increased tax rat 
deemed necessary to makb them. Th 
chief industry in every county in Mary 
land, with a single exception, is farming 
The cash returns from tte farms are E 
small, as a rule, that the annual tax bi 
is a heavy burden. The only way t 
obtain general consent to any increase i 
the rate is to demonstrate eo clearly as 
to leave no doubt that au amount a 
least equal to the increased road tax WL 
be saved in some other direction as 
result of improved roads. This proof i 
should be the work of road association 
such as that of Kent district to furnish 
That it can be done easily no one at al 
acquainted with the subject doubts. 
recent report of the United States direc 
tor of the office of road inquiry contain 
a picture of a burden ot eleven ton 
which required twenty horses to drav 
over an ordinary road, while upon i 
steel track road oue horse drew it will 
little effort. 
Another fact should bi 


kept before the people in the country 
Good roads not only save in the cost ot 
transportation and the moving of crops 
both in time aud borstlleah, but the} 
add largely to the value of property. 
A 


farm that is accessible by a good road 
aud where the church, the mill or the 
railroad station or postoltice can be 
reached without floundering through the 
mud, will always fetch a far larger price 
in the market than a farm of the same 
kind upon which the inhabitants are 
mud-bound several months in every 
year. With good roads the chief objec 
tion to life in the country is gone 
Social intercourse is possible, and the 
seclusion and loneliness which drive so 
many country people to the city will no 
more exist. 


IMPEACH HIM! 


The Press gives a very accurate sum 


mary of the misdoings of Governor 
Stone in the following arraignment: 


Our present Goveiuor rises superior to 


constitutional limitations. 
The Con- 


stitution of his Slate directs him to sum- 
mon ths Legislature in extra session m 
case of a vacancy in tha oilice of United 
States Senator in a recess between ses- 
sions. 
Governor Stone found such a 


vacancy confronting him, and he met il 
by filling the vacancy himself in total 
disregard of the constitutional require 
ment. The Constitution says that the 
Legislature may submit amendments to 
the Constitution for the people to vote 
upon. Governor Stone has in two in- 
stances undertaken to step between the 
Legislature and the people, and to veto 
the right of the people to vote on 
amendments proposed by the Legisla- 
ture. The Constitution authorizes the 
Governor to veto items in an appropria- 
tion bill. He assumes by virtue of this 
power to change items and rewrite the 
act of the Legislature before approving 
it. The Constitution gives the Courts 
the right to declare a law unconstitu- 
tional and the Legislature the rie;ht to 
repeal it. Governor btone undertakes 
to repeal a law himself by recalling it 
from the Secretary of State's ollice after 
it has Won signed and tiled and become 
a fully operative law of the Common- 
wealth. 


In casting about for a remedy The 


Press, though hesitant, seems to incline 
to the opinion that by judicial process 
the Executive may be compelled to do 
his duty under the Constitution which 
he has sworn to observe. This is doubt- 
ful. 
It is a remedy which ia doing 


away with one form of usurpation might 
lead to another. It would be better to 
deal with Governor Stone according to 
the form provided for the punishment 
of willful disobedience of the plainest 
mandates of the law. 
He should be im- 


peached. His couduct has disgraced his 
party no less than himself, and his party 
should clear its own skirts by taking 
the lead io the preliminary -jteps to im- 
peachment.

Sub- 
sequently the governor, who thus filed 
his caveat against the widow's payment, 
attached his signature to a bill ap- 
propriating $S,000 to the machine bench 
man, T. Larry Eyre, of Chester connty, 
for services rendered by that politician 
as sergeant-at-arms of the legislative 
committees at the sessions of 1897, the 
extravagant bills which were vetoed 
by Governor Hastings. The reasoning 
that struck down the widow's appropria- 
tion would have been fatal to tbe $5,000 
voted the Quay heeler.—Pittsbury Post

many persona as to the State appropria; 
tion made for the current school year,

SICKXKS AND OTHER PROMI- 


NENT MEN HEBE. 


Aiiarenses at tho National.Cemetery by J>. 


1>. Womlunuise.;. of Cincinnati, General 


Sickles, General I>aulel Butterjieltl 


and Others—The ISuie ami the 


Gray UepreseiiUHl. 


Memorial Day was observed last Tues- 


day at Gettysburg, the place of all others 
with which the memories of war are most 
closely associated, with fitting and im- 
pressive ceremonies. 


At least GOOO people from Washington, 


Baltimore, Ilarrisbnrg and the neighbor- 
hood attended the exercises and witnessed 
the strewing of flowers on the graves of 
the dead. 


The one disappointment ol the day was 


the absence of General Longatreet. 


The parade was formed under the direc- 


tion of Hon. Theodore McAllistez, chief 
marshal. In it beside the guests were the 
following organizations: Indian Band, 
sixty pieces, from the Carlisle Indian 
School, one of the best bands we have 
had the pleasure of hearing in Gettysburg; 
members of the late Company M, Fifth 
Regiment, Pennsylvania Volunteers ; Get- 
tysburg Camp, Sous of Veterans; Junior 
Older of American Mechanics, Patriotic 
Order Sons of America, pupils from the 
schools of Gettysburg, a large delegation 
of visiting poets of the G. A. E. and all ex- 
soldiers, Post 9, G. A. R. of Gettysburg. 
Especially noticeable wss the long line of 
veterans. They did not march with so 
much precision as did the boys of Com- 
pany M, in front of them. Their day for 
marching was nearly forty years ago, but 
the spirit still remains. 


As the procession entered the cemetery 


gates the band struck up a dirge and the 
veterans marched to the graves of their 
fallen comrades. 
The 
G. A. R. post 


retired and the graves of the soldiers were 
then strewn with flowers by the public 
school children. 


At the rostrum E. D. Ziegler, of York, 


representative in Congress from this dis- 
trict, presided. 
Rev. J. E, Klefiman of- 


fered the invocation and Mr. Ziegler read 
Lincoln's address at Gettysburg, 
The 


oration was delivered by D. D. Woodinan- 
see, of Cincinnati, 0., who said in part: 


"Many are the lessons we have learned 


from the examples of the heroic dead who 
offered up their lives on this, the most 
historic battlefield of the Republic. 


"New-made graves in various parts of 


this fair land revive in us a desire to keep 
.fresh the memories of those who have 
dared to die for our country. The active, 
busy men of the liepublic who lived in the 
early sixties have passed away, and it is a 
new generation, unfamiliar with the con- 
flicts of the Civil War, that must solve the 
problem ol our future. It is possible that 
the battles and the sacrifices and the 
victories of the last year have been made 
necessary that we may work out our 
greater destiny. 


"The question as to whether the Philip- 


pines shall be ours is not the most import- 
ant question before the American people. 
It is of a far greater concern to us to know 
whether this native land between the seas, 
which is already ours —this land which 
has been beautified and developed, aou 
made the abode of the highest order of 
civilization—shall be preserved inviolate 
for generations yet to come. 


"We must learn the lesson of protection, 


that saves us from ourselves, as well as 
from a foreign foe. Law and order must 
prevail. Wo will open our doors wide to 
the best civilisation of both hemispheres, 
but we nmat keep them forever barred 
againat all elements of society that do not 
measnie np to our standards of manhood 
and womanhood." 


General Daniel E. Sickles, who com- 


manded the Third Army Corps in the 
battle, spoke, and declared that if he had 
it to do over again tie would repeat his 
famous move uf July 2, 18G3. He was 
cheeied repeatedly when he mentioned 
the good feeling now existing between the 
Union and Confederate soldiers. General 
Sickles expressed regret that tie could not 
meet his old antagonist, General Ixmg- 
street. 


"1 am getting a little mixed," he said, 


"with tbese Memorial Day exercises. 
Formerly it was the custom to hang Jeff 
Davis to a sour apple tree ; tear the rebels 
to pieces and wave the bloody shirt. Now 
Long=treet is invited to Gettysburg and 
Joe Wheeler addresses a Grand Army post 
in Boston, and so many of the boys in 
gray are now boys in blue we should 
reverse the exercises on tlie programme in 
justice to the new order of things. I got 
tired of tho old story and like the new

reading all I would say to them that I 
would do what I did and accept the 
verdict of history on my acts. It was a 
mighty good fight both made and I am 
satisfied with my part in it." 


Mnjor-General Daniel Butterfield made 


a heartfelt speech. 
He came here to 


select aud obtain a rock from Gulp's Hill 
to place over the giave of General Greene. 
The General said that Lougstreet's valor 
furnisbea an inspiration for gallant deeds. 
"We ouglit," he declared, "place tributes 
to the gallant Confederate commanders 
who took part in this battle aud place 
them in their relative positions." 


General Longstreet'sson, who but lately 


returned from Cuba, ha\ ing been a lieu- 
tenant in the Ninth IT. S. Volunteers (im 
mune) regiment, said in a speech that the 
old veterans of his father's command were 
glad he wore the blue. 


Major-General Francis B. Green, a vet- 


eran of the Manila campaign, made a short 
speech, dwelling particularly on that por- 
tion of the Spanish War.

RETENTION OF MOISTUKE IN 


THE SOIL,. 


That we can, by proper cultivation, 


retain the moisture in the soil to tide us 
over a period of drouth is comparatively 
a new idea to most farmers. We used 
to think when we had planted our crop 
in good shape and cultivated it enough 
to keep the weeds out we had done our 
whole duty and if failure came we could 
look upon it with a clear conscience; 
but now a few specialists tell ua we have 
enough moisture even in our dryest 
years to produce a good crop if we will 
•o cultivate as to stop evaporation and 
let all tbe moisture go to onr ei'opa. I 
believe this statement to be true; but 
whether our crops will pay for this extra 
cultivation is a question for each of us 
to decide. Some may live in a locality 
where they are not"troubled with drouth; 
but in a great part of the west for the 
past six or seven years, we have lacked 
moisture at the time it was most needed 
for our principal crop, corn. When the 
west was new and our soil filled with 
grass roots, it would neither bake no: 
dry out and we only used the harrow i: 
at all, to get the field m better shape for 
cultivation. 
Bu^ now, with our fields 


from twenty to forty yeara tinder culti 
ration and the old prairie sod long ago 
exhausted, we find our soil readily be- 
comes hard and dry. I do not believe 
that in the west with our large fields we 
shall be able to 30 cultivate as to be sure 
of a crop in seasons of greatest drouth, 
but I do believe that the farmer of the 
west will in the future prepare a better 
seed-bed for bis crops and each year 
strive to so cultivate that weed killing 
and moisture saving will go hand in 
hand. We think plowing ia the first 
preparation for a crop, but especially it 
a field -s to be plowed late, if it be disced 
as soon as dry enough you will be sur- 
prised to see how long it will remain 
moist and how easily it will plow. Tbe 
barrow should follow the plow and the 
surface be thoroughly pulverized. Near- 
ly all farmers realize the importance of 
this but I still see whole b'elds each year 
that are plowed before any harrowing is 
done, and if it be dry they are in no con- 
dition for a crop. The harrow ia the 
cheapest weed killer and moisture saver 
we have and it should not have any rest 
as long aa it will not injure the crop. 
Cultivation should be deep the first time. 
and eight small shovels are'preferable to 
four large ones; but any cultivator 
leaves tbe surface too rough to retain 
the moisture. A weedor can be used 
after the cultivator and it leaves the 
surface in good shape and works the fine 
dirt around tbe plants as it can be done 
in no other way. A crop can be culti- 
vated several times to advantage with 
the weeder if the Held has been kept 
olean. It no heavy rains harden the sur- 
face a large acreage can be covered at a 
very small coat, but if heavy rains come 
a cultivator will have to be used to 
loosen the soil. When any crop attains 
gome size and theroois begin to reach 
out, cultivation should be shallow, for 
we cannot destroy the feeders of any 
plant without damaging it to a greater 
or less degree, according to the moisture 
in the soil. Last season I watched a po- 
tato specialist raise ten acres of potatoes 
on the moisture saving plan and was 
surprised at tha result. The ground 
was well prepared, planted with a horse 
planter and just as the plants were up i 
was cultivated very deep with a shove 
cultivator. 
After that a weeder was 


used until the plants were too large 
then a one-hoise cultivator with barrow 
teeth behind was used until the vines 
nearly covered the ground. The result 
was that during the dry weather in 
Angust, when our corn was suffering 
and the ground was dry and hard, the 
potatoes did not suffer in the least, and 
the soil seemed to have enough moisture 
to mature two crops. Our moisture 
specialists tell us we must not lay by 
our corn but after heavy rains we should 
cultivate with a light one-horse cultivat- 
or. I consider this impracticable where 
drouths are the exception rather than 
the rule. I might give many illustra- 
tions of the difference in the yield unde: 
good or poor cultivation in times ot 
drouth, but this is unnecessary as every 
locality has its own object lessons. In- 
telligent cultivation will increase oiu 
crops in any year but especially so m 
periods of drouth.—C. B. XoYFd in an 
exchange.

BREEDING GOOD MAKES. 
For a number of years past the breed- 


ing and rearing of bcraes on the farms 
of tbe country have been sadly neglect- 
ed. Farmers ceased to raise good horses 
because even the best of draft horses 
sold very low. A great many breeders 
exercised no care in selecting the mares 
to be bred, and still less care in selecting 
the stallion, and the result to-day is what 
must follow such a course—a great lack 
of good draft horses. The same may be 
said of the other classes such as carriage, 
saddle and driving hoiees. A service fee 
of from $2 uo $5 will never pay for the 
services of a good horse. The owner of 
a scrub stallion may tell you his borae is 
just as good as some other registered 
borse, but do not believe him, for scrub 


y_?-I hors€a can be bought for $50 now while 


a good draft horse will bring $150 or 
more. We, as fanners, are very much 
like a flock of sheep, if one sheep jumps 
a fence the whole fleck goes over; so a 
few years ago, when the price ot horses 
went down, neaily everyone quit raising 
horses. Mirny arguments were advanced 
to prove that tbe time bad come when 
no moiehoraes would be needed. Among 
these arguments we heaid that the bicy- 
cle had come to stay and that people 
would ride a "bike" and save the fetd 
and care of a horse. During ILe muddy 
time which has just passed the bicycle 
was laid aside and while a great many 
are still in use, there is agieatcrdoinunfl 
for good saddle and driving horses now 
than ever belore. Again, we are told 
that the horseless vehicles such as car- 
liages, drays, etc., will take the place of 
the heavier class of horses, but in read- 
ing articles wiilteu on these subjects the 
hoiseman must remember that tbera are 
thousands of places In which it will be 
impossible to use anything but the horse. 
Among them I might mention the log- 
ging camps, mining camps, on muddy 
and swampy roads, on the farms, etc. 
It is true that in many places the noise- 
less cairiage may be sueceslully operated, 
but in our day and generation there IB 
not the remotest possibility of the draft, 
boise being superceded by any other. 
They are with us to stay and every farm- 
er can rest assuied that if he will" select 
good mares and then mate them to a 
good draft stallion he will have horses 
on his farm which he will delight in and 
which will bring him a good Bum of 
money should he sell them. Bleeding 
for quality in the horse is like all other 
business on the farm. If we are care- 
less in selecting our seed corn our crop 
will be poor. If we select a sciub male 
hog we will suffer a loss by getting a 
poor lot of pigs. So it is with the breed- 
ing and rearing of horses ; a scnib stal- 
lion will get a scrub cole and make a 
money loss for the man who owns the 
colt, while a good registered stallion will 
get a good colt, a money gain to the 
owner and a thing of beauty for the 
family.—ASA MAHKEL in the Prairie 
Farmer.

liaising Broom Corn. 


Alluvial lands are the beat for raisiug 


broom com ; yet almost any soil that 
will raise good com will produce a 
tolerable crop o£ broom corn. It will 
pay for manuring and caieful culture. 
The planting 13 generally done with a 
machine, drawn by a horse, in rows thiee 
feet apart, wide enough for cultivator or 
plow to pass. The seed ia dropped in 
hilla from sixteen or eighteen inches 
apait, four quarts o£ seed being suffic- 
ient to plant an acre. Tbe seed will 
germinate and tbe blade will make its 
appearance in four or five daya. It may 
be manured in the hill or by spreading 
the manure upon the ground. Oue man 
with a horse and a machine that will 
plant two rows at a time may plant from 
ten to twelve acres a day. The labor of 
one man four months will cultivate six 
acres and harvest same, aid the average 
yield per acre is about 300 pounds. Alter 
tbe corn ia well up the cultivator can be 
profitably used three or four times be- 
fore hoeing, after which commences the 
weeding and thinning. As a general 
rule two hoeinga are sufficient. Plant- 
ing may be done from the middle of May 
to the last of June. In harvesting bend 
the stems or stalks of com two and a 
half or three feet from the ground and 
leave them there for a few days to dry : 
then cut six or eight inches from the 
brush and lay into heaps, to be canied 
to the scraper. The seed is lemoved 
from the brush by horse power or hand 
rnachinea made for that purpose. Tbe 
yield of seed is uncertain, but it will 
often pay the whole expenses of cultiva- 
tion and pieparution of the brush for 
market, if it cau be used at home for 
feed. It is excellent for fattening sheep 
and can also be fed with advantage to 
horses and poultry and when ground 
with other grain it cau be fed to cattle. 
Ground and mixed with wheat bran il is 
good for milch cows. It is considered 
by some to be worth as much per bushel 
when fully ripe and well euiecl as corn. 
It may be dried on the floor and the 
ground, if perfectly dry, is often used 
for that purpose, 
frequent stirring 


while drying is essential and it should be 
run through a fanning mill before grind- 
ing. The harvesting of tbe prop most 
generally commences while the seed is 
in its earliest stage, as the early harvest- 
ed broom is the brightest and best; 
consequently there must be a sacrilice 
more or less of seed.
